More than 80 percent of cur- 
rent smokers began smoking 
berore they were 18-years- 
old 


According to Stone, the 
Smokeout can be attributed 
to an event that occurred in 
1971, when businessman 
Arthur Mullaney asked peo- 
ple in Randolph, Mass. to 
give up cigarettes for a day 
and donate the money they 
would have spent on the cig- 
arettes to a high school 
scholarship fun. 




























In 1976, the California 
Division of the American 
Cancer Society got on the 
bandwagon and got nearly 
one million of the state's five 
million smokers to quit for 
the day during what was 
called the Great American 
Smokeout. A year later the 
American Cancer Society 
hosted the first nationwide 
Smokeout, starting a tradi- 
tion that has possibly saved 
millions of lives.

‘The Limey’ offers 


weird hybrid of 


action, art films 


Movie is extreme version of broken chronology

We first see Wilson 
(Terence Stamp) on a plane 
to America, after receiving 
word that his daughter is 
dead. Wilson is a sad and 
aging career criminal, the 
“limey” (slang for 
Englishman) of the title. He 
had proudly watched her grow 
up “in increments” while in 
and out of prison, and had not 
seen her since she went to 
Southern California seeking 
fame 

The newspaper clipping 
said she drove off a cliff, and 
that police suspected drugs or 
suicide. Wilson believes there 
is more to the story, and that 
his daughter was murdered 

With the help of his daugh- 
ter's friends, a Mexican ex- 
con (Dave Guzman) and her 
acting coach (Lesley Ann 
Warren), Wilson learns as 
much as‘he can about his 
daughter's last days. He sus- 

pects her boyfriend Terry 
Valentine (Peter Fonda), a 
wealthy record producér who 
is already on his next teenage 
girlfriend. 

With no plan but revenge, 
the uneducated but canny 
Wilson methodically tracks 
down Valentine's underworld 
ties and begins to piece 
together the truth. 

‘A brief outline of the plot - 
Wilson taking out henchmen 
one by one until going mano- 
a-mano with Valentine at the 
climax - sounds like any 
Charles Bronson or Steven 
Seagal movie 

But “The Limey” is not a 
mediocre shoot-'em-up — it is 
a strange and remarkable 
film. It's like someone took an 
old action script and tried to 
make an art movie out of it, 
ending up with a weird hybrid 
animal. 

Instead of filming this story 
in a straightforward way, 
director Steven Soderbergh 
puts it together as one would 

assemble a jigsaw puzzle 
scenes appear out of 
sequence, bits of dialogue are 
heard before their context, 
slow-motion sequences are 
repeated throughout 

It is a more extreme ver- 
sion of the broken chronology 
Soderbergh used in his last 
movie, the superb “Out of 
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Sight,” (also about an aging 
career criminal), or that 
Quentin Tarantino has used in 
films like “Pulp Fiction.” 
Even scenes we've seen in 
a hundred other movies - 
Wilson gunning down drug 
dealers or throwing a hench- 
man off a balcony - are seen 
from a distance and partly 
left to our imagination 
Most interesting are the 
flashbacks to Wilson and his 
daughter - instead of using 
another actor to play a young 
Terence Stamp, Soderbergh 
inserts footage from one of 
Stamp's first movies, Ken 
Loach's 1967 film “Poor Cow.” 
Soderbergh, one of the 
most interesting and under- 
appreciated directors in 
America, began his career ten 
years ago with “Sex, Lies and 
Videotape,” a basement-budg- 
et film which rose to interna- 
tional acclaim in the manner 
of “The Blair Witch Project” 
this year. However, his uy 
experimental films since then 
have received mixed reviews 
and relentless obscurity 
But Soderbergh can be bril-

Unfortunately, experiments 
don’t always work, and his 
avant-garde approach 
becomes overdone and dis- 
tracting at certain points 

But while “The Limey” is 
not as impressive as “Out of 
Sight” or “King of the Hill,” it 
is a fascinating film, and well 
worth a look.

In her younger days, 
Margaret Nance was known 
throughout her Kentucky home 
town as a caring, generous per- 
son who spent her Sunday morn- 
ings with senior citizens at the 
local nursing home teaching 
Sunday school and playing 
records. 
Sne also made each of her 
grandchildren feel special 
‘At 93 and in the late stages of 
Alzheimer's Disease, Nance now 
resides with her granddaughter 
Dianne Hamlet of Florissant 
Nance is just one of 4 million 
Americans, one of 60,000 in the 
St. Louis area, suffering from 
Alzheimer’s Dise: , according 
to the Alzheimer's Association 
More than 70 percent of 
Alzheimer’s sufferers are cared 
for at home rather than nursing 
homes. In Missouri alone, 521.950 
“informal” or family caregivers 
spend 485.8 million hours annual- 
ly supporting Alzheimer's suffer- 
ers, according to the Alzheimer's 
Association. 
Caring for her grandmother 
at home meant that Hamlet, 56, 
had .o quit her job as a nurse 
and spend her life caring for the 
woman who once cared for her 
"She's always been my num- 
ber one cheerleader. I couldn't 
sleep at night if she 
nursing home. So I quit my job 
We cat beans a lot and a lot 
more ground beef.

been in the early stages before 
that, Hamlet said. 

*Some neighbors called and 
told my father that she had 
walked to the grocery store at 11 
p.m. in her nightgown.

Since then, Nance lived with 
various family members in 
Kentucky and finally moved in 
with Hamlet about 13 months 


ago. 

‘Although Hamlet is quick to 
point out that “there's no such 
thing as a typical day” when car- 
ing for someone with Alzheim 
er’s Disease, she does have a 
basic daily routine 

“It's very important to have a 
routine," she said. “It gives them 
security. You need to be struc- 
tured, yet totally flexible, too 
She’s never the same two days 
in a row” 


Nance's day begins at 10 a.m 
when Hamlet wakes her and 
helps her get up and dress. 
From that point on, Hamlet 
helps Nance with everything 
from going to the bathroom to 
swallowing her medications. 

Hamlet works diligently to 
preserve the thin threads of 
Nance's memory. Each day, 
they pore over a family photo- 
graph album and watch a video- 
tape of family members to 
remind Nance who each person 
is. Though somewhat confused, 
Nance has held onto some mem- 
ories 

"Some days she thinks I'm 
her sister Pauline. Other days 
she thinks I'm her first grand- 
child, Both are in good standing, 
so I know I've got a good spot,” 
Hamlet said

Problem trees on private 
property is subject of bill

Dead or diseased trees on 
private property in St. Louis 
could be removed or treated 
more quickly under a new 
bill. 

Alderman Tom Bauer, D- 
24th Ward, introduced the 
bill, which would allow prop- 
erty owners 30 days to take 
care of problem trees after 
the Forestry Division has 
issued a citation. The divi- 
sion may then remove or 
treat the tree and add a 
charge for the service to the 
owner's property tax 

‘The current system 
allows a property owner at 
least 60 days to address 
problem trees, said Gary 
Bess, forestry commissioner 
for the city. 

“Right now we have a lim- 





ited ability to service poten- 
tially hazardous trees. What 
we've been doing the last de- 
cade is using the authority of 
the building commissioner to 
condemn them as you would 
a building. It's a long com- 
plicated system,” Bess said 

With the condemnation 
process, the division will cite 
an owner and give the owner 
30 days to address the prob- 
lem. Then the building divi- 
sion will condemn the tree, 
and the owner will have an 
additional 30 days to treat or 
remove the tree. Under both 
systems, owners can appeal 
to the city’s Board of Adjust- 
ment, Bess said 

Funding for the proposed 
new program has not been 
determined, however, Bauer 
said. The city has a backlog 
of about 700 condemned 
trees, he said.

THAW OUT THAT BIRD 


To thaw a frozen turkey, 
place it in its original wrap- 
per in a baking pan or ona 
baking sheet with lip to pre- 
vent drips in the refrigerator. 
Allow about 24 hours of thaw- 
ing time for each five pounds 
of turkey. 

For example, a 12- to 16- 
pound turkey should thaw in 
the refrigerator in two to 
three days. 

Once thawed, a turkey 
should not be refrozen. After 
it has been cooked, however, 
leftovers can be frozen for 
future meals. 

A turkey should not be 


thawed at room temperature, 
because as the outer part of 
the bird warms up to that 
temperature, micro-organ- 
isms that also thaw can grow 
and multiply. 

If it is bought too late or 
forgotten in time for a slow 
thaw in a refrigerator, the 
still-frozen turkey can be 
submerged in cold water ina 
kitchen sink or large tub. 

Water should be changed 
every 30 minutes. Allow 30 
minutes per pound to thaw it 
in a cold water bath. A 12- to 
16-pound turkey. Should thaw 
in six to eight hours. 


It should be cooked imme- 
diately after it is thawed.

Roasting is a slow 
process, so the turkey center- 
piece on Thanksgiving Day 
should be allowed enough 
time in the oven or roaster to 
get all parts of the turkey 

one. 

Allow 15 to 20 minutes per 
pound. A stuffed turkey 
requires about 45 minutes 
longer to cook than one with- 
out stuffing 

These are only guidelines. 
After the bird is removed 
from the oven, let a fresh- 
roasted turkey stand 15 to 20 
minutes before removing 
stuffing and carving. This 
provides firmer meat that is 
easier to carve. 





Dark roasting pans cook 
faster than shiny metals. 
Using B pan with a lid or alu- 
minum foil loosely tented 
slows cooking. Leaving off a 
lid results in more of a roast- 
ed, rather than steamed, fla- 
vor. 

Oven calibration and the 
position of the rack on which 
the pan is placed also affect 
cooking time. 

A meat thermometer is 
the only certain way to tell if 
turkey is done. A pop-up 
timer checks temperature in 
only one area and its depth is 
not adequate for larger birds. 

A thermometer should be 
inserted in the innermost 
portion of the thigh meat, not 
resting on bone. When it reg- 
isters 180 degrees, the turkey 
should be cooked. Stuffing 
should register 165 degrees in 
the center. Juices should be 
clear.
